The City Council Awards the Contract 
for a New Steel Structure Between 
Brainerd and East Brainerd. 


Minneapolis Parties Get The Contract 
for $ 7 8 2 5 and the Bridge to be 
Completed in Four Months. 


On Friday evening last the coun­ 
cil met in adjourned session for the 
purpose of considering bidH on the 
construction of n bridge to replace 
the one destroyed by wind in Ju ly 
between 
the city proper and East 
Brainerd. 
There were fourteen bid­ 
ders and each concern hail from one 
to four propositions on different kinds 
of bridges. 
The council 
went into executive 
session and when the doors wore 
opened it was moved and carried that 
the different plans and specifications 
be referred to the street committee 
in conjuction with the city engineer 
to report on Monday evening. 
At the Monday 
evening session 
when ‘the bridge matter was reached 
the council went into executive ses­ 
sion and when the doors were opened 
a motion was made to take a vote as 
to whether a steel or wooden struc­ 
ture be built and the result was in 
favor of the former as follows: 
For a steel bridge, Aid. Adair, M c­ 
Ginn, Molstad, ( rust and Halladay. 
For a wooden bridge, Aid. Peter­ 
son, Wicklund, Gardner and Smith 
On motion all bids were rejected 
and the proposition of L . H. John 
son, of Minneapolis, was accepted. 
The contract for the structure calls 
for 
the 
construction of a bridge 
across the ravine from the east end 
of Kingwood street to the west end 
of Kindred street for the sum of 
|7,825 conditioned upon the furnish­ 
ing by Mr. Johnson within one week 
from this date of the working plans 
to be approved by the council and 
city engineer before the execution of 
any contract for the construction of 
said bridge and upon the furnishing 
of same and their approval the mayor 
and city clerk be and are authorized 
to execute a contract for the con­ 
struction of said bridge according to 
the plans and specifications submit­ 
ted within four months from this 
date. 
L . H. Johnson to furnish a 
bond in the sum of $10,000 executed 
by himself as principal and some 
surety company to be approved by 
the council as surety conditioned for 
the faithful performance of the con­ 
tract. 
Other business transacted by the 
council was as follows: 
The resignation of T. Me Mas ter 
as alderman from the second ward 
was read and accepted. 
The city treasurer's report in re­ 
gard to disbursing the amount of 
$10,700 placed in his hands according 
to contract entered into between the 
Minnesota Water Co. and the city 
was read and accepted.

follows: 
"Drafts 
drawn upon or issued by 
any bank, 
trust company, or any person or per­ 
sons, companies or corporations, re­ 
quire a stamp, and if the acceptance 13 
accompanied by an order to the bank 
to pay the same and 
charge to the 
amount of the drawee, this accompany­ 
ing order requires a 2-cent stamp as an 
order for the payment of money.” The 
following question was 
recently for­ 
warded to the commissioner: “Where 
a mortgage, executed in duplicate, is 
recorded in various counties and states, 
must a stamp be affixed to each mort­ 
gage duplicate?” 
A dispatch in reply 
eays: “A mortgage cannot be lawfully 
recorded in any county unless it is duly 
stamped, 
therefore 
duplicate 
mort­ 
gages must be stamped.”

recorded in various counties and states, 
must a stamp be affixed to each mort­ 
gage duplicate?”

Recent authentic reports announce the

Island except

Ponce, where * ir troops landed re­ 
cently, is tho second city in commercial 
Importance in Porte Rico. It is believed 
to have been founded in 1600, but its 
development was glow, and it was not 
until 1848 that it received the title of 
villa. 
From that tune on its growth 
was rapid, and in 1*77 it became a 
city. 
At present it has a population of 
22, OOO, and, being the chief town of tho 
oflicial district of the same name, its 
jurisdiction extends over 25,000 pooplo 
who live outside the city. 
Ponce is situated on a plain about 
two miles from its port, Playa, where 
all the import and export trade is trans­ 
acted. The port has about 6,000 inhab­ 
itants, and lune arn tho custom lions* 
the office of tho captain of the port and 
tho offices of the various consulates 
The bay is largo and will admit vessels 
of 25 feet draft. 
A fine road loads to 
tho city. 
Ponce is regularly built, tho build­ 
ings in its central part boing of brick, 
while the material chiefly used for sub 
urban construction is wood. It is the 
homo of tho military commander of the 
district and tin' seat of an official cham­ 
ber of commerce. The city contains two 
churches, one of them Protestant, said 
to bo the only one iii thd Spanish An 
filles, a im lit,irv and two other hos­ 
pitals, a municipal public library, three 
good hotels, a tin* department, perfect­ 
ly equipped with American apparatus, 
a theater and a bailie 
Tho Catholic 
church, which dates from the founda­ 
tion of the town, was reconstructed in 
1838 and finished in 1817. Itisa stru o 
turo 258 feet long and 120 feet broad, 
with two steeples, and contains richly 
decorated Altars. 
Tho theater is tho finest omthe island. 
It is built mostly of iron and marble 
and cost over 70,000 pesos. Tho interior 
is handsomely decorated, and by a me­ 
chanical contrivance may be turned 
into a dancing hall. 
Ponce is said to bo tile most healthful 
city on tile island, and yellow foyer is 
never known there. The climate is hot 
and dry, hut sea breezes by day and 
laud breezes by night keep it from be 
coming oppressive. An ample water 
supply also adds great ly to the comfort 
of tho city’s inhabitants. 
Tho only lino of railroad which con 
nects Bonce with other towns is that 
running westward to Vance, a distance 
of about 22 miles. 
Tho road from San 
Juan across the island, 70 miles in 
length, ends at Pouco and is in good 
condition for travel throughout the year. 
Th** m ilitary defenses around tho city 
aro weak, but a series of earthworks 
have recently boon thrown up along tho 
hills to tho north. 
West of tho city 
batteries have been placed to guard the 
connecting point of tho railway and tho 
military road. About 30 mountain how 
itzers aro also available for tho defense 
of tho city. 
Bahia Honda, oil th** -eastern coast of 
Porto Rico, lies a little to the west of 
the southern extremity of Puerca is 
land. It is about a mile iu extent, open 
to the southwest, and protected by reefs 
which contract tin* channel at tho en 
traneo to tho width of about a quarter 
of a mile. 
A low, Sharp point marks 
tho end af 4Jio bay*! eastern sido, while 
on tho wTest rises a bold headland, 
crowned by a hill. 
Two small islands, 
tho Cobras, ©overockwith brushwood, lie 
off tho eastern point 
Tile reef which 
bars the entrance also skirts the interior 
of tho bay, leaving in somo places only 
about 13 feet of water. 
From five to 
eight fathoms can bo found in tho an­ 
chorage. On account of its smallness and 
the exposed position of the bay large 
vessels usually lie outside. A small riv­ 
er, the Aguas Clams, flows into the 
northeast corner.—New York Tribune. 


UNLIKE OUR MERCHAN TS. 


Tho**, o f T w o H u n . l r , .I Y e a r * \ g o W o a l d 
lip < al l a d I t o c r a n # * ' r « N o w , 
To lie a “ merchant” ut Die sixteenth 
mid seventeenth centuries *li*i not mean 
necessarily that one was following I Ii*' 
peaceful business which lh*' name of 
merchant brings to mind now. The av 
arage merchant of those times would be 
called a buccaneer today. 
Merchants 
then used to (it out finds and sweep th.* 
seas, capturing prizes and raiding Span 
ish colonies. 
Drake was a type of the 
merchant mariner of thost* days, and it 
will l>e admitted that it is a curious 
kind of merchant who sails on his busi­ 
ness trip with tilt' purpose of singeing 
the board of the king of Spain, as In* 
did. Barter did not play much part in 
the strange and violent form of traffic 
carried on by them. Usually they ex­ 
changed cannon Iu»11n, hot from tho grid­ 
dle, tor the most valuable possessions of 
the Spaniards on tho Central American 
tuid West Indian coasts. 
One of these old morchruits has just 
been unearthed in London. 
Thoro has 
been Borne excavating in tin* ancient 
Church of St. 
Mildred1*, 
in Bread 
street, and about infect below the floor 
the workmen found ti ooffiu of Portland 
stone, overlaid with black marble, in 
which rest tIn* remains of Sir Nicholas 
Crisp. 
Bom in 1598, he grew up when 
the English merchants were sending out 
ships to all quarters of the world. 
Sir 
Nicholas organized th** rich trode with 
Guinea and built the < !unilo of <"onuan- 
tin on tho Gold coast for its protection. 
Ho was one of tho farmers of til** king’s 
customs, and during tin* troubled times 
of the great rebellion In* threw in his 
lot with Charles I. 
Ho assisted him to 
carry on tho campaign w ith extraordi­ 
nary sums of money and acted tis tin* in 
termcdiary between him and Queen 
Henrietta Maria for Ila* transmission of 
arms and other supplies which the lat­ 
ter was able to collect abroad. When 
suspicion was aroused and In* could no 
longer carry on this work, Im raised a 
body of 600 horse and Joined th*- royal 
army. 
In 1045 ho fie*I to France, hut return­ 
ed before the close of th** common­ 
wealth, met Charles II and resumed his 
old office as farmer of tin* customs. His 
.lerviecH were rewarded with ti baronet* 
cy. His country house was at Hammer­ 
smith, near the river, and he gave a 
largo sum to the building of th** parish 
church tiler**, in which he erected a 
handsome monument 
In memory of 
Charles I. 
On his deathbed in* said to 
his grandson, “ Lay my body in th** 
family vault in the parish Church of 
St. Mildred’s, Bread street, hut let my 
heart be placed in an urn at my master’s 
foot.” Tho urn, on a ixxlestal of black 
marble, still is in Hammersmith church. 
Sir Nicholas left money that his heart 
might be refreshed with a glass of wino 
overy year, and this Inquest was carried 
out for mon* titan a century, At th** re­ 
quest of tho vicar aud people of Ham 
mersmith tho coffin n ill bu reinterred 
in tho churchyard instead of bring trans­ 
ferred to Woking, so after more than 
200 years th** body of th** stanch old 
loyalist will bo laid to rest rn ar the urn 
in which his heart is enshrined and tin­ 
der tho shadow of tho church lie did ho 
much to found. 
The peaceable character of th** busi­ 
ness * if Sir Nicholas Crisp* called the 
foremost London rn* reliant of his time, 
is illustrated by his quiet and subdued 
dress.

TITE CITY OF PONCE. 


SECOND IN C O M M E R C IA L IMPORTANCE 


IN P O R T O RICO. 


General M lies* Troops Landed Near th e City 
on th e Sooth Coast—Ponce la Said to Be 
th e Island’s Most H ealthful City—Mili­ 
tary Defenses A re W eak. 


Ponoe, where Par troops landed re­ 
cently, is the second city iii commercial 
mportanco in Porto Rica It is believed 
ho have been founded in I GOO, but its 
development was slow, and it was not 
until 1848 that it received tho tifclo of 
villa. 
From that time on its growth 
was rapid, and in 1877 it became a 
city. At present it has a population of 
22,000, and, being tho chief town of the 
official district of tho same name, its 
jurisdiction extends over 25,000 people 
who livo outside tho city. 
Ponce is situated on a plain about 
two miles from its port, Playa, where 
all the import and export trade is trans­ 
acted. Tho port has about 5, OOO inhab­ 
itants, and hero are tho custom house, 
the office of tho captain of tho port and 
tho offices of tho various consulates. 
Tho bay is largo aud will admit vessels 
of 25 feet draft. A fine road leads to 
tho city. 
Ponce is regularly built, the build- 
! ngs in its central part being of brick, 
while tho material chiefly used for sub­ 
urban construction is wood. It is the 
aomo of tho military commander of tho 
district and tho seat of an official cham­ 
ber of commerce. Tho city contains two 
churches, one of them Protestant, said 
to bo tho only ono in tho Spanish An­ 
tilles, a military and two other hos­ 
pitals, a municipal public library, throe 
good hotels, a lire department, perfect­ 
ly equipped with American apparatus, 
A theater and a bank. Tho Catholic 
church, which dates Trent the founda­ 
tion of the town, was reconstructed in 
1838 and finished in 1847. It is a struc­ 
ture 258 foet long and 129 foot broad, 
with two steeples, and contains richly 
decorated altars. 
Tho theater is tho finest omthe island. 
It is built mostly of iron and marble 
and oost over 70,000 pesos. The interior 
is handsomely decorated, and by a me­ 
chanical contrivance may be turned 
into a dancing hall. 
Ponce is said to bo tho most healthful 
city on the island, and yollow fever is 
never known there. Tho climate is hot 
and dry, but sea breezes by day and 
land breezes by night keep it from be­ 
coming oppressive. An amplo water 
supply also adds greatly to the comfort 
of tho city’s inhabitants. 
Tho only lino of railroad which con­ 
nects Pouco with other towns is that 
running westward to Yanco, a distance 
of about 22 miles. 
Tho road from Ban 
Juan across the island, 70 milos in 
length, ends at Ponce and is in good 
condition for travel throughout the year. 
Tho military defenses around the city 
are weak, but a series of earthworks 
have recently been thrown up along the 
hills to tho north. 
West of the city 
batteries have been placed to guard the 
connecting point of tho railway and the 
military road. About 30 mountain how­ 
itzers aro also available for the defense 
of tho city. 
Bahia Honda, on tho •eastern coast of 
Porto Rico, lies a little to the west of 
tho southern extremity of Puerca is­ 
land. It is about a mile iu extent, open 
to tho southwest, aud protected by reefs 
which contract tho channel at tho en­ 
trance to tho width of about a quarter 
of a mile. 
A low, sharp point marks 
tho end of $ho bayN eastern side, while 
on tho west rises a bold headland, 
crowned by a hill. Two small islands, 
the Cabras, covereckwith brushwood, lie 
off tho eastern point. 
The reef whioh 
bars the entrance also skirts the interior 
of tho bay, leaving in some places only 
about 13 feet of water. 
FVom five to 
eight fathoms can bo found in tho an 
chorage. On account of its smallness and 
the exposed position of the bay large 
vessels usually lie outside. ‘A small riv­ 
er, the Aguas Claras, flows iuto the 
northeast corner.—New York Tribune. 


UNLIKE OUR M ERCH A N TS. 


Thos*» of Two H undred Year* Ago W oald 
Bo Cal It'd ItiieeHiieer* Now. 
To be a “ merchant” in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries did not mean 
necessarily that one was following the 
peaceful business which tho name of 
merchant brings to mind now. The av­ 
erage merchant of those times would 1ms 
called a buccaneer today. Merchants 
then used to fit out fleets and sweep the 
seas, capturing prizes and raiding Span­ 
ish colonies. Drake was a type of the 
merchant mariner of those days, and it 
will be admitted that it is a curious 
kind of merchant who sails on his busi­ 
ness trip with the purpose of singeing 
tho beard of tho king of Spain, as lie 
did. Barter did not play much part iii 
the strange and violent form of traffic 
carried on by them. Usually they ex­ 
changed cannon balls, hot from the grid­ 
dle, for the most valuable possessions of 
the Spaniards on the Central American 
and West Indian coasts. 
One of these old morehapts has just 
been unearthed in London. Thoro has 
been some excavating in the ancient 
Church of St. Mildred’s, in Bread 
street, and about. 18 feet below tho floor 
the workmen found a coffin of Port land 
stone, overlaid with black marble, in 
which rest. the remains of Sir Nicholas 
Crisp. 
Bom in 1598, ho grow up when 
the English merchants were sending out 
ships to all quarters of tho world. Sir 
Nicholas organized tho rich trail© with 
Guinea and built tho Castle of Cormnn- 
tiu on the Gold coast for its protection. 
ie was one of the farmers of the king’s 
customs, and during the troubled times 
of the great rebellion he threw in his 
ot with Charles I. He assisted him to 
carry on the campaign with extraordi­ 
nary sums of money and acted as t he in­ 
termediary between him arid Queen 
Henrietta Maria for the transmission of 
arms and other supplies which the lat­ 
ter was able to collect abroad. When 
suspicion was aroused and ho could no 
longer carry on this work, he raised a 
body of 500 horse aud joined tin' royal 
army. 
In 1045 bo fled to Franco, but return­ 
ed before the close of the common­ 
wealth, met Charles II and resumed his 
old office as farmer of the customs. His 
.lervioes were rewarded with a baronet­ 
cy. His country house was at Hammer­ 
smith, near the river, and he gave a 
largo sum to the building of tho parish 
church thoro, in which ho erected a 
handsome monument 
in memory of 
Charles I. On his deathbed he said to 
his grandson, “ Lay my body in tho 
family vault in the parish Church of 
S t Mildred’s, Bread street, but let my 
heart be placed in an urn at my master's 
feet.” The urn, on a pedestal of black 
marble, still is in Hammersmith church. 
Sir Nicholas left money that his heart 
might be refreshed with a glass of wino 
overy year, and this bequest was carried 
out for more than a century. At the re­ 
quest of the vicar and people of Ham­ 
mersmith the coffin will be reinterred 
in the churchyard instead of being trans­ 
ferred to Woking, so after more than 
200 years tho body of tho stanch old 
loyalist will be laid to rest near the urn 
in which his heart is enshrined and un­ 
der tho shadow of the church ho did so 
much to found.

seeking for strikes of their own.

But getting the gold is like 
extracting an elephant’s tooth with a 
pair of tweezers—as the newcomer sees 
it.

And the Klondike has nevei 
been so habitable as it will be this win­ 
ter. 


Out of the host which started for 
Dawson last spring, from 30,000 
to 
35,000 have arrived and, like those who 
gave up the battle en route, they are 
beginning to wonder why they came. 
They have roughed it over the tough­ 
est of trails; they have been sailors, 
boat builders, dog drivers, cooks, only 
to be called “cheechawkos.” Though it 
were used as a compliment, the very 
sound of this word Is enough to make 
a man sad, if not tired. 
It comes with 
a leering smile and a sneer, saying; 
"Oh, what a lot you have to learn!” 
The old timers borrowed 
the 
word 
from the Indians, 
and 
literally 
It 
means "a newcomer.” 
Not until you 
have spent one winter in the country 
and yon have seen the lee in the rivt r 
break art* you an old timer. 
To be a 
Yukoner you must have been in the 
country before the great strike was 
made in the Klondike 
district. 
The 
Yukone rs have formed an aristocratic 
society, something like the Sons of the 
Revolution at home, and on great oc­ 
casions they wear broad blue scarfs, 
doing over tin* ice to Dawson, as I did, 
writes Frederick Palmer, I pawed the 
thirty thousand on tin; trail, and I saw 
the old Dawson before It was trans­ 
formed. 
lf Dawson, In its superiority 
of ancient culture, tried to phaze and 
succeeded in phazing the pilgrims, the 
pilgrims had the satisfaction of liter­ 
ally swamping Dawson. 
For Dawson 
is only a few log cabins sitting on a 
mud flat along the river front. 
Last 
winter the resident population was not 
more than a thousand, the remainder 
of the people in the 
country, 
four 
thousand In all, being at work upon 
the creeks. 
When thirty thousand 
people 
fell 


ply which followed the opening of the 
whole chain of lakes three weeks later 
than the opening of the river below Le 
Barge, prices went down considerably, 
except in the ease of fresh beef, which 
was held at $1 50 a pound.

wert' not at a country fair was that 
pink lemonade was 50 and not 5 cents n 
glass. 
The miners, with their “clean­ 
ups” as the wages for their winter’s 
work in their gold-dust hags, drank 
pink lemonade, sampled everything in 
the edible and drinkable line displayed 
in the booths, and then had to go to 
the doctor to settle. These 30,000 pil­ 
grims now in Dawson are like an army 
of 30,000 generals seeking to conquer 
a country. 
They walk lip and down 
the streets, loiter in the saloons and 
gambling places and ask one another if 
they know where there Is any ground 
worth staking. 
They are slowly find­ 
ing out that they haven’t reached the 
place where the gold awaits their min­ 
ing. hut a place where they may pros­ 
pect for gold. 
There are 8,500 claims 


means every creek in the neighbor­ 
hood of Dawson—were staked on faith 
and not on prospects. 
These claims 
must have the legal three 
months’ 
work done on them this winter or be 
lost to their owners.

In 
Town of Rleti. 
The earthquake that took place in 
the Umbian town of Rleti on the Ve- 
lino, in Italy, the other day was ac­ 
companied by a phenomenon of which 
the first meager account of the shock 
gave no mention. 
According to a cor­ 
respondent of the Osservatore Romano 
it was not an earthquake but an “air- 
quake.’ The air shook or vibrated like 
a violently agitated liquid; great rents 
were made in tall buildings and tow­ 
ers, and no shifting of the street pave­ 
ment was noticed. 
From the bishop 
down to the beggar, all seemed fright­ 
ened. It is said that many felt the air 
vibrations and were thrown to 
the 
ground, while others were almost suffo­ 
cated. 
A dense black cloud hung over 
the town while the phenomenon was 
passing. The church steeples, the sav­ 
ing bank, the theater and no fewer 
than six palaces were more or less 
wrecked, as well as eighty or one hun­ 
dred dwellings. 
Five hundred tents 
have been sent to the place by the 
government. The people, in the mean­ 
time, are living in hastily built huts 
and in tile half ruined postoffice and 
churches. 
Soldiers have 
been 
sent 
from Rome to the scene of the disaster, 
and they, with the students, are busy 
policing the ruins and trying to save 
some of the household goods.

Humbert has sent 35,000 francs from 
his private purse to relieve the first 
necessities of the people. 
At the time 
of the catastrophe a slight earthquake, 
like a shudder, was felt in Rome. Even 
there, too, people say they noticed a 
peculiar convulsion of the air.

There Is now every 
prospect that the Goneourt academy 
may become an accomplished fact, and 
that the literary legatees, as well os the 
poor relations, may receive something 
worth having out of the estate. When 
Edmond de Gouncourt died it was con­ 
fidently asserted 
by many that hts 
artistic collections would not realize 
£8,000, whereas his pictures and en­ 
gravings alone have already brought In 
more than treble that amount.

On Board the City of Para. 
July 26th,^1898, 
Dear Mother: 
I sn pf *080 you received my two let­ 
ters written 
from Honolulu. 
We 
have now been two weeks on board 
ship, and will probably not get off 
before next Monday. 
I told you a 
little about my stay in Honluln. 
W e 
had shore leave every day arid had a 
chance to see many things. 
I was 
walking along the streets one day, 
when a person driving a baker’s 
wagon asked me if I did not want to 
take a ride. 
I accepted the invita­ 
tion, and took a ride all over town. 
T here are about twenty thousand in­ 
habitants and it is a very pretty place. 
I’hiH is a trip that is well worth a 
year of one’s life. 
We wore ordered 
on board on Friday afternoon; lint 
did not leave the harbor until S a tu r­ 
day morning. 
W hen we were about 
three miles out, the shaft of one of 
the other steamers of tin' fleet broke. 
We had to [jut back and remain off 
the coast until it was repaired. 
This 
took some time; but at last we got 
away. 
The only land that we have seen 
since we left Honolulu wjih the north­ 
ern end of the Eadrone islands. 
We 
passed them on Sunday. 
We could 
just see tile outlines of two moun­ 
tains m the distance. 
On Sunday 
night we saw a volcano, the Baraboo 
De Pajaro. 
We contd see the smoke 
and tire coming out of it. 
It was a 
grand sight. 
It gets very tiresome 
on board the ship. 
We will all be 
glad when we get to Manila. 
We 
rise at six o’clock IU the .morning, and 
about half past six have breakfast. 
I At nine o’clock we have to have our ( (lannvalley, 
bunksJixed up for inspection. 
From { marriage at 
nine until ten o’clock We have setting 
up exercises. 
After that I usually go 
down and take a bath, come up on 
deck, read, play cards, or do some- 
lliing to pasR away the time. 
At 
twelve o’clock, we have dinner, and 
can do anything we wish through the 
afternoon. 
S u p p e r is at six. 
Right 
after supper, I rush down and get 
my rubber blanket, aud pillow, and 
find a place to plant myself for the 
ryght, 
W hen I (lo find a vacant, spot, 
the best thing to do is to hold on to 
it. 
Down below it is very close; I do 
not sleep there unless I have to. 
The 
only disadvantage of sleeping on 
deck is that there is always a rain­ 
storm before morning, and that you 
have to get u p at four o’clock in the 
morning. 
T h e nights hero are beautiful. 
I 
was on g u a rd three days ago, four 
hours in the day time and fours hours 
at night. 
It happened that I had a 
[lost on the hurricane deck, tho high- 
purt, of the ship. 
As I stood there 
all alone, and nothing as far as I 
could see but water and the sky 
sparkling with southern stars, I could 
not help thinking of home and you 
all, and I wished that I could b e w ith 
you all for a little while. 
Well, I 
suppose there was a touch of hom e­ 
sickness in it. 
You can’t help it once 
rn a while. 
We have had line weather, b u t it 
has been awfully warm. 
You should 
see the kind of underclothing they 
issue us, cheese cloth shirts and d raw ­ 
ers. 
The socks are good, but that is 
all. 
We have had a suit of brown 
duck and a snit of white canvass 
given us. 
B ut the fit, oh, my! 
My 
suit is three tunes too large for me. 
I look su ell, I can tell you.

Ueoege W. Gallagher, of the 13th Mina. 
Vol., Writes to Hit Parents Here 
of HI* Trip to That Point. 


Mrs. Rev. CL VV. Gallagher received 
a letter from her son, George A. Gal­ 
lagher, Company I. 13th Minn. Vole, 
now in Manila. 
She has kindly per­ 
mitted tis to publish some extracts. 
On Board the City of Para, 
July 26th,^898. 
Dear Mother:— 
I suppose you received my two let­ 
ters written from Honolulu. 
We 
have now been two weeks on board 
snip, and will probably not get off 
before next Monday. 
I told you a 
little about my stay in Honluln. 
We 
had shore leave every day and had a 
chance to see many things. 
I was 
walking along the streets one day, 
when a person driving a baker’s 
wagon asked me if I did not want to 
take a ride. 
I accepted the invita­ 
tion, and took a ride all over town. 
There are about twenty thousand in­ 
habitants and it is a very pretty place. 
This is a trip that is well worth a 
year of one’s life. 
We were ordered 
on board on Friday afternoon; bot 
did not, leave the harbor until Satur­ 
day morning. 
When we were about, 
three miles out, the shaft of one of 
the other steamers of the fleet broke. 
We had to put back and remain off 
the coast until it Was repaired. 
This 
took some time; but at last we got 


sometimes beef. 
Once every three 
or four days, we have canned aalmoo. 
For two and a half days after we left 
Honolulu, we had nothing but coffee 
and bread. 
You see when I get home 
I can enjoy a good meal. 
There is a 
U S. store on board the boat, but I 
happen to be “broke” and that does 
me no good. 
I lost my last two dol­ 
lars the second night in Honolulu. 
They dropped out of my pocket one 
night and rolled nuder the banks and 
that was the last I saw of them. 
I 
am goin£ to stop writing now and 
will continue another day. 
Monday, August 1st, 1898. 
We arrived off Manila yesterday. 
Things look as if we were going to 
have a hard fight. 
The city is held 
by the Spaniards, and the insurgents 
are not to be trusted. 
Every night, 
there are small skirmishes, and we 
can see the shells twisting and hear 
the cannon roaring. 
I am afraid I 
will not be able to write again for

When I do find a vacant spot, 
ie best thing to do is to hold on to 
it. 
Down below it is very close; I do 
uot sleep there unless I have to.

only disadvantage of sleeping on 
deck is that there is always a rain­ 
storm before morning, and that you 
J ave to get up at four o’clock in the 
morning. 
Tho nights here are beantiful.

was on guard three days ago, four 
lours in the day time and fours hours 
at night.
